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Police, fire chiefs give updates on Route 62 work

WILMINGTON - The 
Wilmington Select Board 
invited Fire Chief Bill 
Cavanaugh and Police 
Chief Joe Desmond to 
their meeting on Monday 
night to discuss recent 
service updates and the 
plans for National Night 
Out. 

Select Board Chair Judy 
O’Connell asked 
Cavanaugh to detail the 
fire department’s safety 
plans for the next month 
while Route 62 stays fully 
closed and cuts off traffic 
for emergency services. 

“Our primary concern is 
travel and safety and the 
welfare of residents and 
businesses located there,” 
she said. 


Cavanaugh explained 


that the department noti- 
fied the state about put- 
ting up another apparatus 
on the northern side of 
town last year. They have 
set up an RV behind the 
Harnden Tavern for two 
firefighters to stay in, 
which will also be sta- 
tioned with an officer and 
one fire engine. The two 
firefighters are working 
on an overtime basis so as 
to not pull from firefight- 
ers at the main fire sta- 
tion. They’ve made dis- 
patch changes appropri- 
ately. 

Cavanaugh added that 
they have done their best 
to make the space com- 
fortable with logistical 
changes. He described the 
RV as over 30 feet long 
with sleeping accommo- 
dations and a kitchen. 
There is more than one 


separate restroom and 
shower, both hooked up to 
water. Then, another trail- 
er has been added to store 
gear so that the firefight- 
ers aren’t exposed to car- 
cinogens longer than they 
have to be. 

A grill, a picnic table, 
and a few things that 
other firefighters have 
brought over are also in 
the space being used. 

Select Board member 
Greg Bendel said that he 
appreciated the access to 
first responders and sug- 
gested that residents feel 
free to drop off leftovers 
or coffee for them. 

O’Connell asked about 
mutual agreements with 
Wilmington’s neighbors 
for support during emer- 
gencies. 

“Whenever there’s a dis- 
ruption or delay in serv- 


ice, other towns typically 
step up and work this 
same kind of model,” 
Cavanaugh continued. 

He noted that North 
Reading and Andover are 
set to come in automati- 
cally if a structure fire is 
confirmed on the north 
side of town, Woburn and 
Reading for a fire in the 
south, and Burlington and 
Tewksbury on the other 
side. : 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
thanked the Department 
of Public Works and the 
Town Planner along with 
the Police Chief and 
department staff for their 
work in setting up the 
temporary accommoda- 
tions. He mentioned that 
there were some issues 
that day with traffic—as 
the meeting was held the 
same day that the street 


Town to receive $500,000 — 
as part of opioid settlement

WILMINGTON — The 
Select Board received com- 
munications from the town 
manager, the MBTA, and 
the DPW before they con- 
sidered various requests 
and new business during 
their meeting on Monday 
night. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
wrote to the board con- 
cerning the national opi- 
oid settlement, a new 
treasurer/collector, ARPA 
funds, building commit- 
tees, and electric vehicle 
charging stations. 
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He shared that the town 
would be receiving more 
than $500,000 as part of a 
multijurisdictional effort 
for remedies against the 
opioid crisis through a 
fund set by the Attorney 
General’s office. The first 
payment had been receiv- 
ed already for more than 
$18,000. 

“The expectation is that 
the funds will be used for 
issues associated with sub- 
stance abuse,” Hull said. 

He mentioned that a 
group would be set up to 
provide direction in using 
these funds. 

The board members also 
suggested bringing in Vet- 
erans Services Director 
Lou Cimaglia and Elderly 
Services Director Terri 
Marciello on behalf of any- 
one in either of those de- 
partments who may need 
help. 

Hull announced that 
Pennilyn Dudley has been 
appointed the new town 
treasurer/collector after 
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working in the department 
for the past six years. He 
celebrated Pam Macken- 
zie’s 35 years of service to 
the town as she retires at 
the end of the month. 

He also included infor- 
mation about $50,000 awar- 
ded to the town in ARPA 
funds. This money is slat- 
ed for engineering servic- 
es, with 25 percent to be 
specifically put towards 
design services for side- 
walks. They’d be con- 
structing about 3,200 feet 
of sidewalks at Woburn 
Street and 62 up to Em- 
erald Avenue. Hull said 
that there’d be more side- 
walk work to do in the 
future. 

Reporting from the sen- 
ior center building com- 
mittee, Hull said that their 
meeting on July 6 brought 
discussion on interior and 
exterior finishes and in- 
formation provided to cost 
estimators. 

Select Board member 
Kevin Caira commented 


a 


that there seemed to be 
too much office space 
than necessary from what 
he observed in the design. 
Hull replied that there 
weren’t plans to increase 
staff at the senior center, 
but there was need for 
more space for private 
conversations. 

Caira referenced two con- 
ference rooms in addition 
to three offices and seven 
working stations. Hull said 
that he believed there was 
appropriate rationale, so 
he would circle back with 
the group. He personally 
attested that there was 
plenty of space in the pro- 
posed building for the sen- 
iors to use. 

Select Board Chair Judy 
O’Connell noted to the 
board that both the town 
hall/school admin and sen- 
ior center building com- 
mittees were invited to 
their meeting on Aug. 8 for 
status updates. Gary DePal- 
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was closed. 

O’Connell reminded the 
audience that the busi- 
nesses are open, but the 
North Wilmington train 
tracks are not open to any 
kind of traffic. 

Lilia Maselli shared she 
found a sense of relief 
knowing about emergency 
vehicles stationed close 
by living in that area. 
Gary DePalma said that 
the town didn’t have any- 
thing to worry about in 
case of an emergency. 

Chief Desmond, during 


his appointment, 
addressed traffic and the 
recent bear sightings 
before he promoted 


National Night Out. He 
said that he hoped traffic 
would reduce after the 
first few days of the Route 
62 closure. He advised res- 
idents not to approach the 


bear that was spotted in 
town but to leave it alone. 

“They don’t really want 
any part of human 
beings—they’re not going 
to approach you,” he said. 

He also suggested taking 
in bird feeders. 

National Night Out, he 
detailed, would be on Aug. 
2 from 5 - 8 p.m. at Rotary 
Park. This community 
outreach event will bring 
in all kinds of partners 
from various law enforce- 
ment agencies as well as 
Wilmington partners like 


the Red Heat Tavern serv- 
ing food.

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Lighthouses dotted the 
coastline 150 years ago

ew England’s coast- 
line is rich with 
historic tales of life 
at sea. As New Eng- 
landers, we are reminded 
of the importance of our 
coastal culture with the 
presence of the iconic New 
England lighthouse. 

Nearly 200 lighthouses sit 
on the New England shore- 
line. 

Massachusetts currently 
has 47 active lighthouses, 
13 inactive lighthouses, and 
14 that have been destroy- 
ed or moved. 

Many of the more well 
known lighthouses in Massa- 
chusetts, like Boston Light, 
Nauset Light or Chatham 
Light, paint a scenic picture 
of seafaring life in our coas- 
tal communities. 

Summer tourists that stop 
for a photo opportunity do 
not realize that the New 
England lighthouse served 
an important, utilitary pur- 
pose as an essential aid to 
sailors trying to navigate 
the dangerous waters of 
the New England coast. 

Regardless of the recog- 
nizability of certain land- 
mark lighthouses, all of our 
area’s lighthouses hold an 
important place in New 
England’s history. 

Surprisingly, the need of 
some Massachusetts light- 
houses were questioned 
throughout history, such as 
the turbulent past of the 
Bass River Lighthouse, lo- 
cated on West Dennis Beach 
on Cape Cod. 

The Bass River Light- 
house originated in the ear- 
ly 1800’s with a simple lan- 
tern that was kept burning 
in the attic of the Wrinkle 
Point home of Warren 
Crowell. Crowell’s land was 
near the mouth of the Bass 
River, and his lantern pro- 
vided a point of entrance 
and exit from the river to 
the ocean. 

Nearby mariners found 
the lantern so useful in nav- 
igating the West Dennis

beach area that. many sea 
captains would donate 25 
cents a month to Crowell to 
help pay his fuel bill so he 
could continue to light the 
waterway. 

This area was particular- 
ly well traveled by fisher- 
men and maritime trades- 
men as it was nestled be- 
tween Cape Cod Bay and 
Nantucket Sound. 

By 1850, the Town of Den- 
nis realized the importance 
of a real lighthouse for this 
well traveled area, and pe- 
titioned Congress to erect a 
proper lighthouse. 

Congress agreed and ap- 
propriated $4,000 to build a 
lighthouse, but after an on- 
site inspection of the West 
Dennis area by a govern- 
ment revenue marine offi- 
cer, he declared there was 
no need for a lighthouse 
and the project was abrupt- 
ly canceled. 

Shortly after the rejection 
of a lighthouse for West 
Dennis, the newly formed 
U.S. Lighthouse Board sent 
its own representative to in- 
spect the area. The Light- 
house Board official agreed 
with the Town of Dennis 
that there was indeed a 
great need for a lighthouse 
at the West Dennis location. 

In 1853, Congress once 
again appropriated funding 
for the Bass River Light- 
house, Plans detailed a one 
and a half story, wooden 
light keeper’s house with an 
iron lantern room set in the 
roof structure. 

The Bass River light shone 
for the first time on April 30, 
1855. 

James Chase was hired as 
the first lightkeeper of the 
new lighthouse, earning a 
salary of $350 a year. His 
job entailed maintaining 
the lighthouse and grounds, 
as well as keeping the light 
operational and lit at all 
times, especially during 
bad weather. 

The Bass River Light- 
house continued to guild 
sailors until 1880. This was 
the same year the Stage 
Harbor Lighthouse in Chat- 


ham was completed. 

Officials deemed the Bass 
River Lighthouse unneces- 
sary after the completion of 
Stage Harbor, and abruptly 
deactivated the lighthouse 
and sold it at an auction. 

The sudden decision to de- 
activate Bass River Light- 
house was immediately 
questioned, and by July of 
1881, the government re- 
purchased the lighthouse 
and it once again lit the 
shore of the mouth of the 
Bass River, and remained 
active until 1914. 

The 1914 opening of the 
Cape Cod Canal redirected 
boat traffic away from 
Nantucket Sound and tow- 
ards Buzzards Bay, greatly 
reducing the maritime traf- 


fic of the West Dennis area. . 


Once again decommis- 
sioned, the Bass River Light- 
house was bought by Harry 
K. Noyes, of the Noyes Buick 
Company in Boston. 

Noyes enlarged the house, 
added additional buildings, 
and landscaped the grounds. 
He and his family enjoyed 
the property as a summer 
home until his death in 1933. 

The property was _ pur- 
chased a few years later in 
1938 by State Senator Ev- 
erett Stone, who turned the 
summer lighthouse-home 
into an Inn. 

The Bass River Light- 
house remained dark for the 
next 75 years. It was finally 
relit in 1989 in honor of the 
200th Anniversary of the 
U.S. Lighthouse Service. 

Despite the fact that this 
lighthouse is now privately 
maintained, the Bass River 
Lighthouse has been offi- 
cially designated West Den- 
nis Light and is recognized 
on the U.S. Coast Guard’s 
Official Light List for its 
contribution to public safe- 


‘ty while in operation. 


Today, the West Dennis 
Light is still used as an Inn, 
appropriately named The 
Lighthouse Inn. 

The Lighthouse Inn offers 
up a hearty serving of 
oceanside fun with a dis- 
tinct, historic flavor. 

At first glance, the Inn 
looks like you have stepped 
back in time to a summer 
resort of long ago. 

Tiny cottages cover the 
manicured lawns and gar- 
dens of the property near 
the original lighthouse buil- 
ding, and guests are wel- 
come to partake in resort 
living with a match of ten- 
nis or a game of shuffle- 
board. 

The main lighthouse buil- 
ding is used to house guest 
rooms as well as a fine din- 
ing restaurant, offering a 
spectacular ocean view 
while keeping the charm 
and maritime significance 
of this historic treasure. 

Guests who originally 
stayed at the Inn when it 
opened in 1939 were char- 
ged $5 a night (per couple). 
That fee included three meals 
a day. 

Inflation may have affect-

TEWKSBURY — Police 
Chief Ryan Columbus and 
the Tewksbury Police De- 
partment wish to share 
information regarding the 
new National Suicide Pre- 
vention Lifeline number, 
988, which too effect on 
Saturday, July 16. _ 

The 988 dialing code will 
become the new national 
number routing callers to 
the National Suicide Pre- 
vention Lifeline across the 
U.S. on July 16. The new 
phone line will be accessi- 
ble 24/7/365 by call or text. 

The new number was 
designated by Congress in 
2020. Similar to calling 911 
for emergency response, 
the three-digit number is 
easy to remember for indi- 
viduals experiencing suici- 
dal thoughts or struggling 
with emotional distress, or 
for those worried about a 
friend to loved one. 

Beginning July 16, when 
individuals call or text 988 
they will be connected with 
trained counselors from 
the National Suicide Pre 
vention Lifeline network. 
Counselors will listen, un- 
derstand how the caller’s 
problems are affecting 
them, provide support and 
connect them to resources 
if necessary. The Lifeline 
can also be reached through 
online chat suicidepreven- 
tionlifeline.org/chat. 

Language translation 
services are also available 
to all callers, including the 
Spanish Language Line, 
which can be accessed by 
pressing 2 after dialing. 

Military service mem- 
bers, veterans and their 
families may reach the 


Veterans Crisis Line by 
pressing 1 after dialing 9-8- 
8, as well as by chatting 
online at veteranscrisis- 
line.net or texting 838255. 

LGBTQ youth may also 
use the Trevor Lifeline by 
calling 1-866-488-7386 or 
texting 678-678 to access in- 
formation and support for 
LGBTQ youth. 

The current Lifeline hot- 
line number, 1-800-273-8255, 
will remain in service even 
after the launch of 988. 
Dialing either number will 


route callers to the same 


services, no matter which 
number they use. 

According to the Lifeline, 
suicide is the second-lead- 
ing cause of death among 
young people, and, prior to 
the COVID-19 pandemic, 
was the tenth-leading cause 
of death in the nation. The 
Lifeline has received over 
20 million calls from people 
in distress looking for sup- 
port from its inception in 
2005 to 2020. 

Chief Columbus and the 
Tewksbury Police Depart- 
ment encourage anyone 
who may be struggling or 
knows someone who is 
struggling to call the Life- 
line for help and to get the 
necessary resources. 

“We also want to remind 
people that they can al- 
ways call the police if for 
some reason they cannot 
get the help that they need 
or are in immediate crisis. 
We can refer people to our 
very successful mental 
health collaborative, the 
Front Line Initiative, who 
have clinicians ready to 
help our local residents,” 
said Chief Columbus. 


Tewksbury to 
receive $400K 
for new sidewalks 


TEWKSBURY — Mem- 
bers of the state legisla- 
tive delegation congratu- 
lated the Town of Tewks- 
bury for receiving $400,000 
in grant funding through 
the Massachusetts Depar- 
ment of Transportation’s 
Complete Streets Funding 
Program. The funding will 
be used to fill pedestrian 
network gaps between 
Fiske Street and Andover 
Street. 

“I am excited that Tewks- 
bury received this crucial 
state funding,” said State 
Senator Barry Finegold 
(D-Andover). “The town’s 
project will help increase 
connectivity and promote 
safe mobility for commu- 
nity members. Investing 
in local infrastructure pro- 
jects is critical to facilitat- 
ing economic develop- 
ment, and I want to thank 
the Baker-Polito Adminis- 
tration for their commit- 
ment to funding these 


a total of $5.54 million in 
funding for 16 communi- 
ties. Additionally, approxi- 
mately 60 percent of the 
total award dollars will 
fund projects located in 
environmental justice com- 
munities. 

“The Complete Streets 
program helps towns cre- 
ate safer, more accessible 
roads and sidewalks,” said 
Representative Tram Ngu- 
yen (D-Andover).

Last week, this column 
presented a story from 
the Boston Evening Tran- 
script, by Clarice Lor- 
enz, published in 1923. 
She described her visit to 
a farmhouse in Wilming- 
ton. The Samuel Gowing 
house was at the North 
Wilmington Nursery. Her 
hostess was quite eager 
to show her the many an- 
tiques in the house, in- 
cluding a book: 

I then learned that one 
of my hostess’s uncles 
was Asa Sheldon, the con- 
tractor who leveled off 
Pemberton Hill in Bos- 
ton. 

“Asa wrote an autobiog- 
raphy; I’ll fetch it for you.” 

With forgivable pride, 
she handed me “The Life 
of a Wilmington Farmer.” 

“Take it along with you 
and return it when you’re 
finished!” 

Then she cut short my 
efforts at expressing ap- 
preciation by intimating 
that for her to have 
shown me was like “ten- 
din’ bazaar.” 

“Asa’s homestead’s still 
standin’ about fur miles 
from here, she said. “So’s 
the blacksmith shop he 
moved from Boston.” 

_’ Given directions how to 
get there, I started off, 
but found I would have 
an hour’s wait for trans- 
portation to arrive. 


A Cow in Exchange 
for Schooling 

The front piece of the 
book was a picture of its 
author — a metallic face 
with a square-cut white 
beard. The book was di- 
vided not into chapters 
but links. I dipped into it. 
_Asa was bound as an 
apprentice to a Daniel 
Parker, apparently a gen- 
tleman of the old near- 
brutal school, who drove 
his bound boys as he did 
his cattle. My eye singled 
out a page pertaining to 
the value of money and 
exchangeable commodi- 
ties in 1799. 

“My father, needing a 
cow, agreed with Mr. 
Parker to take one for 
$22, and I was to work for 
him for another year, or

till the next May to pay 
for her, and I was to have 
winter schooling.” 

I skipped to page 31. “I 
once sold a load of wood 
to a man for a shilling 
more than Mr. Parker ex- 
pected, and on reaching 
home, he gave the shil- 
ling to me, the greatest 
present he had ever made 
me. My spending money 
had before been confined 
to six and a quarter cents 


per year.” 


Plain Food but Plenty 

Such a monetary ar- 
rangement seemed com- 
mensurate with the na- 
ture of the meals enjoyed 
by Asa at the time. 

He wrote: “In summer, 
brown bread and milk 
was the constant food for 
the whole family, morn- 
ing and night. No butter 
was used except a little 
on Sunday. The winter 
rations were beef broth, 
with a little brown bread 
crumbled in, and for a 
change, bean porridge. 
Everything cooked went 
through the tea kettle, at 
one time, no matter how 
wealthy the family.” 

A few pages further, he 
tells us: “My clothes in 
summer were straw hat, 
tow shirt and tow trou- 
sers. I had no shoes until 
the ground began to freeze. 
Winter habiliments were 
striped blue and white 
woolen trousers, full cloth 
vest and jacket. I was 
never allowed an over- 
coat while I lived there, 
or a pair of boots. I was 
allowed but one pair of 
shoes for two years. Par- 
ker used to tell me, when 
going to get my foot 
measured, to put on two 
pairs of stockings and tell 
the shoemaker to be sure 
and make them large 
enough to last two years. 


Ox as a Safety Bank 

I chuckled over this as I 
did over Asa’s ingenious 
way of insuring the safe- 
ty of his money while pas- 
sing through the woods. 
He put the money in the 
ox’s ear, and no robber 
ever molested him. 

The cruel severity of

old-fashioned New Eng- 
land winters is well-illus- 
trated by an episode 
which Asa relates. 

“A stage driver, seated 
on his box, was frozen 
stiff, with the reins for 
the four horses clenched 
with a death grasp. The 
horses turned up to their 
accustomed hotel, when 
the driver retained his 
seat, much to the aston- 
ishment of the passen- 
gers, who were fastened 
in.” 

No less interesting was 
the incident on the post 
road, when Sheldon, on a 
journey from New York 
to Philadelphia, stepped 
down out of the coach as 
the hostler changed hors- 
es. 

“T walked on a head and 
met a man that surely 
deserves notice. He had 
driven an ox team, load- 
ed with tea, from Boston 
to Philadelphia. While 
reaching the latter place, 
peace was declared (this 
was during the War of 
1812) and his load was 
not worth as much as 
when he started. Soon he 


received orders -to take. 


the load back. I inquired 
how far he traveled in a 
day. He said, ‘I don’t 
know, but I can tell you 
so you can give a pretty 
near guess. I have put 
my oxen in that tavern 
yonder, for two nights, 
and have not got there 
yet” I judged from what 
he told, he advanced about 
two miles a day.” 


A Prophet 
Without Honor 

Asa Sheldon’s home- 
stead looked disappoint- 
ingly new and well-kept, 
with. its recent ells, its 
lightning rod and weath- 
er-vane. But the lovely 
giant elms guarding were 
old enough to have af- 
forded Asa’s ancestors 
protection from the sun. 
Pears, ripe on the trees, 
bore their limbs down so 
low they caressed the 
ground. 

Just two minutes walk 
further on, at a place 
now called “Perry’s Cor- 
ner,” on the Lowell road, 


stood the blacksmith shop 
that had been moved be- 
hind oxen from Pember- 
ton Hill in 1835. The pres- 
ent owner was a rotund 
figure of 78 who looked - 
50. He was a relative of 
Asy’s. Probably for that 
reason, I found him more 
or less reticent on the 
subject. 

He did say, however, 
that “Asy tried to sell my 
father a copy of his biog- 
raphy, but father said to 


him, ‘I don’t want none 


of your writin’ Asy. I 
know all there’s to know 
about ye!’” 

The blacksmith himself 
was a little boy when 
Sheldon was an old rheu- 
matic figure, and the 
only thing he remembers 
is having often seen Asy 
ride by in a chaise driv- 
en by an old plug named 
Fremont, which was as 
worn as the owner. When 
Asy prepared to mount, 
he would put his foot 
against the horse, hold 
the reins taut, and sing 
out: “Brace, Fremont!” 
Then he would climb up 
via the horse, who would 
hold himself obediently 
stiff until his master was 
seated. 

I reluctantly left that 
ugly, unpainted and ram- 
shackle blacksmith shop, 
with its time-honored 
posters advertising “Tut- 
tle’s Horse Elixer” and 
“Magic Healer, the horse’s 
friend,” for the black- 
smith had a horse to 
shoe, and plainly, there 
were to be no more remi- 
niscences. But I wanted 
to dip further into Asy’s 
biography, so I set my 
watch back two hours 
and sought another out- 
door reading room in the 
fields. 

(Editor's note: Asa Shel- 
don's book is in the Wil- 
mington library, titled 
“The Life of a Wilming- 
ton Farmer,” Asa G. Shel- 
don. He was born in Lynn- 
field in 1786 and raised in 
Danvers. The Mr. Parker 
mentioned above was a 
farmer in Danvers. Shel- 
don died in Wilmington 
in 1870.)

‘Better Bus Proposal’ 


Woburn may lose Bus 354, 
Stoneham may gain cross town connection

For those residing and 
working in Stoneham and 
Woburn, the Mass. Bay 
Transit Authority’s (MBTA) 
proposed overhaul of bus 
routes across the state has 
generated predictable but 
disparate reactions. 

In late June, during a vir- 
tual public forum on the 
Mass. Bay Transit Author- 
ity’s so-called “Better Bus” 
initiative, elected officials 
and residents from both 
communities took to Zoom 
to sound off about a series of 
planned modifications to re- 
gional bus routes. 

Residents in Woburn, 
Stoneham and beyond now 
have just a few other oppor- 
tunities on July 26 and July 
28 to let their feelings be 
known about the proposed 


* wie 


service area reforms, which 
also. include important 
changes to 137 bus line with 
reductions in service along 
North Avenue in Wakefield 
and to the 134 bus line with a 
discontinuation of several 
stops along the northern 
edges of Winchester. 

Given that Woburnites 
stand to lose access to a key 
express bus to Boston while 
Stoneham will see a long 
sought-after route between 
Woburn and Melrose added 
to its bare-bones menu of 
public transportation offer- 
ings, there were no surprises 
as to how representatives 
from each community felt 
about the changes. 

For Woburn, according to 
MBTA _ service _ planner 
Melissa Dullea, the draft 
“Better Bus” package now 
being debated would elimi- 
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nate the 354 express service 
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that begins in Burlington by | = 


Chestnut Avenue and heads 
into Woburn via Cambridge 
Street. The bus presently 
also makes various stops on 
Lexington Street, Montvale 
Avenue, and Salem and 
Washington Streets in 
Woburn, before heading to 
the City of Medford and then 
directly to State Street in 
downtown Boston. 

According to Dullea, 
though the express busses 
are some of the MBTA’s 
more popular services, be- 
cause most users are still 
able to find their way into 
Boston and beyond via a 
combination of alternative 
MBTA bus and train serv- 
ices, many of the direct 
routes are being axed to ex- 
pand services elsewhere in 
the state.

A stupendously popular 
source novel. A theme song 
by Taylor Swift. Reese With- 
erspoon as producer. And 
even a tantalizing, life-imi- 
tates-art news headline sur- 
facing recently. 

Clearly, few movies open 
with as much going for them 
as "Where the Crawdads 
Sing," directed by Olivia 
Newman from Delia Owens' 
story of an abandoned girl 
who grows up alone in the 
North Carolina marshes and 
finds herself accused of 
murder. 

But all the buzz and tal- 
ent around a tale that's sold 
more than 12 million copies 
can't thoroughly mask a 
sometimes corny, often 
clunky script, even if most of 
the lines are delivered by 
Daisy Edgar-Jones, whose 


poignant, grounded lead 
performance is the distin- 
guishing highlight of the en- 
terprise. 

With a face wise beyond 
her years and a sense that 
thoughts more important 
than what she's saying are 
lurking behind her darting 
eyes, Edgar-Jones is a real 
find. It's unfortunate, 
though, that we're not hear- 
ing much of those thoughts. 
Though brief lines from the 
novel are sometimes uttered 
in Kya's voice on the sound- 
track, one often gets the 
sense they'll mean a lot 
more to veterans of the 
novel. For the rest of us, 
there's that guess-you-had- 
to-read-it feeling. 

The story, which takes 
place in the late '60s in fic- 
tional Barkley Cove, begins 
with the discovery of a body, 
under a high water tower. 
The dead man, Chase An- 


a 


drews, former town quarter- 
back, is known, but not the 
motive. Who could have 
done this? Suspicion imme- 
diately falls on Kya, whom 
locals know as the mysteri- 
ous Marsh Girl. 

One imagines the book 
does a better job of explain- 
ing the background behind 
this rush to judgment. In 
any case, Kya, who has 
never been in trouble with 
the law, ends up awaiting 
trial. She's lucky to have 
Tom Milton, a gentlemanly, 
kindhearted lawyer, on her 
side — as would we all, 
given he's played by David 
Strathairn. He tells her 
she'll be judged by a jury of 
12 people who don't know 
her. In order to defend her, 
HE must get to know her. 

And so the flashbacks 
begin. Back in 1953, Kya as 
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“We’re proposing to re- 
place express busses with 7- 
day a week connections that 
feed directly into the Red 
Line or Orange Line or 
Green Line,” the MBTA sen- 
ior director of service plan- 
ning explained during last 
month’s public hearing. 

According to State Rep. 
Richard Haggerty, who be- 
fore heading to Beacon Hill 
served as President of 
Woburn’s City Council, 
though area residents may 
still be able to get to work by 
taking a combination of bus, 
commuter rail, and T serv- 
ice lines, the current plan 
would hurt hundreds of rid- 
ers. 

Haggerty, who in late 
May sounded the alarm 
across the city about the 
proposed changes, further 
contends that many current 
MBTA customers in the area 
will likely hop into their per- 
sonal vehicles and drive to 
work each day rather than 
deal with the added expense 
and time of changing T serv- 
ices. 

“I have heard from hun- 
dreds of constituents who 
are adamantly opposed to 
doing away with the 354. It 
is a direct link from my 
community into State Street 


‘ in Boston. It’s exceptionally 
-well-traveled and that’s what 


makes [this proposal so il- 
logical],” said Haggerty dur- 
ing the virtual forum. 

“I’ve heard from many, 
many constituents who rely 
on that 354 to get in and out 
of Boston on a daily basis. I 
just ask you to give this the 
due diligence it deserves and 
listen to the people. Please 
give it some more thought,” 
later commented Woburn 
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better together 


City Councilor Jeffrey Dil- 
lon. 

Haggerty also recently 
led a group of nine area leg- 
islators in sending an ag- 
gressive letter to T General 
Manager Steve Poftak in op- 
position to the elimination of 
the 354. 

“Our residents have in- 
tentionally purchased homes 
along this bus route and our 
businesses have hired people 
who rely on the 354 for com- 
muting back and forth to 
work. We cannot emphasize 
enough how crucial the 354 
Bus is to our residents, our 
businesses, as well as our 
community’s long-term eco- 
nomic competitiveness. We 
implore the MBTA to recon- 
sider this proposed change,” 
the area legislators 
lamented. 

Standing to benefit bigly 
under the Better Bus initia- 
tive, leaders in Stoneham - 
after complaining for years 
about a lack of MBTA serv- 
ices - find themselves play- 
ing the unfamiliar role of 
transit agent cheerleaders. 

Specifically, per the draft 
list of reforms being consid- 
ered by the mass transit 
provider, a new 133 bus 


would be added to the com- 
munity that brings a long 
sought east-west route be- 
tween commuter rail and 
Orange Line connections in 
Woburn and Melrose. 

Presently, Stonehamites 
have access to just one bus, 
the 132, which heads be- 
tween Redstone Plaza by the 
Reading line and Orange 
Line destinations in Melrose 
and Malden. The line also 
makes one stop on Pond 
Street by Stone Zoo. 
_ The 99 bus, which circles 
between the Malden high- 
lands and Wellington Center 
in Medford, also makes a 
end-of-the-line stop at Stone- 
ham’s former Boston Re- 
gional Medical Center 
(BRMC) by Spot Pond, but 
the old hospital site has been 
nearly vacant for close to 
two decades now. A life sci- 
ences campus is now in the 
works for the Woodland 
Road area property, where 
hundreds of apartments and 
condos have also recently 
been erected. 

Town officials have been 
urging the MBTA to consider 
adding one extra stop on the 
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99 route by a new Fallon Road apartment 
complex in Stoneham by I-93 and the Win- 
chester line, but that request is currently not 
being contemplated under the current re- 
form package. 

While advising the public transportation 
experts last month that he will continue to 
push for that extra stop, Stoneham State 
Rep. Michael Day during the latest MBTA 
hearing heralded the proposed 133 bus route. 

According to Day, the new service will not 
only provide hundreds of residents with 
quick access to commuter rail and Orange 
line stops on Franklin Street and at Oak 
Grove in Melrose, it should also provide area 
citizens with new connections to work sites 
in neighboring Woburn by Montvale Avenue 
and Anderson Regional Transportation Cen- 
ter off of Commerce Way. 

“I’m very happy to see we’ve received a 
cross town route. Instead of one bus going 
into Stoneham, they’ll now be a new cross 
route for mass transit users. It’s very much 
welcomed,” said Day. 

“We have been years trying to upgrade 
service for Stoneham with an east-west con- 
nection. We need to move our people to the 
T and commuter rail, so we’re all very 
happy about the new 133 bus,” later re- 
marked Stoneham Select Board member 
Raymie Parker. 

Town officials in Stoneham have long con- 
tended that its business community would 
benefit massively from expanded MBTA 
services, which are especially useful for 
local workers commuting into the downtown 
area. 

In arguing: for an east-west connection 
from Stoneham into parts of Woburn and 
Melrose, town leaders have also argued that 
residents would be able for the first time to 
access public transit services that stop at re- 
tail centers and office parks in neighboring 
Woburn. 

Notably, while Stonehamites will now get 
that access, city officials and commuters 
who work in Woburn’s various office parks 
last month lamented they will now be cut off 
from their workplaces with the loss of the 354 
bus. 

“T live in Boston and work:-in Woburn. I 
don’t have a car. So the 354 bus is really the 
only way for me to get to work,” vented one 
Washington Street worker, who identified 
herself only by her first name of Catherine. 
“I work at 400 West Cummings park and my 
understanding is that the stop will be elimi- 
nated.. Pll have to figure out a different way 
to work.” 

“Have you considered advertising directly 
on the lines [to let riders] know their bus is 
about to be cut? I suspect that many people 
don’t know this is happening,” later re- 
marked another regular 354 bus user who 
identified himself as Tom. 

Better Bus initiative 

First launched in 2018, the MBTA’s “Bet- 
ter Bus” program is an attempt to overhaul 


the state agency’s transportation services to 
reflect regional population changes, new 
business growth, and more recent changes 
in employment trends and traffic patterns. 

MBTA officials say the draft version of 
the reform package will bring high-fre- 
quency service - or buses that make stops 
every 15 minutes - to an additional 275,000 
residents across the state, while weekend 
services would also be expanded. Program 
proponents also say the overhaul will bring 
better service to low-income and under- 
served communities. 

“Greater Boston has changed signifi- 
cantly in recent years, with shifting demo- 
graphics, emerging employment districts, 
increasing traffic congestion, and changing 
travel patterns. The Bus Network Redesign 
completely reimagines the MBTA’s’ bus net- 
work to reflect these changes and create a 
better experience for current and future bus 
riders,” the MBTA says of the proposal.

Last month, during the initial public 
hearing for the proposed changes to the 
“Minuteman and Metro North” region that 
includes Reading, Stoneham, Winchester, 
Woburn, Burlington and Wakefield, MBTA 
representative Justin Antos urged regional 
riders to take advantage of the remaining 
public forums, as the feedback will be used 
to update and make final amendments to the 
bus route overhaul over the next few months. 

In fact, as the MBTA team made clear at 
the tail-end of June’s public hearing, they 
were already willing to revisit the proposed 


- elimination of the 354 bus. 


“Perhaps we didn’t get everything right, 
so stay tuned,” said Dullea in an acknowl- 
edgment to those who stepped forward to 
lament the loss of the Woburn bus line. 

According to Antos, following this 
month’s second and third rounds of discus- 
sions, MBTA planners will revise and submit 
a final version of the Better Bus program 
overhauls to the agencies board of directors 
for approval. 

“We are in outreach phase two and we 
hope to be back in the fall having incorpo- 
rated and digested all of this feedback from 
the summer [public forums],” the MBTA di- 
rector of bus transformation explained dur- 
ing June’s hearing. “The plan is if all goes 
well, we’d begin implementation in a phased 
approach over an approximate five-year pe- 
riod beginning in 2023.”
